Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  19&2. 

The  Report  is  prepared  in  the  usual  form  and  sequence  and  in 
accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  I/63. 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimated  mid-year  population  was  25,310 
which  is  an  increase  of  695  on  the  census  figure  for  1961. 

The  birth  rate  adjusted  for  comparative  purposes  was  17«6  per  1,000 
of  the  population  compared  with  17«3  for  1 961 . The  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  18.0.  The  death  rate  after  adjustment  was  13»8  per  1,000 
which  shows  an  increase  of  1.8  on  the  rate  for  1961  and  1.9  on  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  were  the  cardio-vascular  diseases 
with  malignant  diseases  next  in  frequency.  Deaths  from  cancer  including 
cancer  of  the  lung  showed  a further  increase  with  a rate  fractionally 
higher  than  the  national  rate. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  1808  per  1,000  live  births  which  is 
an  increase  of  A. 4 on  the  rate  for  1961°  It  was,  however,  2.6  lower 
than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

With  the  exception  of  infant  mortality  therefore,  these  vital 
statistics  compare  a little  unfavourably  with  those  for  England  and 
Wales  as  a whole . 

Infectious  disease  notifications  were  fewer  than  in  1961,  measles 
having  declined  to  a few  sporadic  cases  from  several  hundreds  in  the 
year  before.  Other  common  infectious  diseases  were  also  few  in  number 
although  cases  of  pneumonia  had  increased.  There  were  17  primary  or 
influenzal  cases  compared  with  11  in  1961. 

Environmental  conditions  including  housing  and  general  sanitation 
continued  to  receive  attention. 

Official  Representations  in  respect  of  three  Clearance  Areas  were 
made  during  the  year  and  further  progress  with  main  drainage  of  proper- 
ties in  the  Mongeham  area  was  achieved  by  informal  action. 

I have  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  throughout  the  year  and  the 
Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  data  supplied  for  inclusion  in 
this  Report.

I am  greatly  indebted  to  the  Manager  of  the  Employment  Exchange  for 
the  following  comment  on  local  unemployment  statistics  for  1962:- 

The  numbers  registered  as  unemployed  in  Deal  at  the  end  of  1962  were:-

In  addition  there  were  42  young  persons  registered  at  the  Youth 
Employment  Office. 

Compared  to  1 961  the  numbers  registered  as  unemployed  have  been 
slightly  less  throughout  the  year.  At  the  moment  Deal  is  one  of  the 
very  few  areas  where  the  number  of  unemployed  does  not  show  a very  big 
increase  over  the  corresponding  time  in  1 961 . 

Of  the  228  men  registered  as  unemployed  at  the  end  of  the  year  112 
were  under  the  age  of  forty  and  65  were  over  the  age  of  fifty-five.  Some 
38  had  been  unemployed  for  over  six  months  ( 28  of  these  for  over  twelve 
months  ) . 

In  Deal  294  men  are  registered  under  the  Disabled  Persons  (Employment) 
Acts  and  in  December  1962  33  of  these  were  registered  for  employment. 

Nearly  half  the  men  registered  as  'unemployed  are  unskilled  whilst  the 
principal  occupations  of  the  others  are  building,  clerical  and  driving. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

(Compared  with  Statistics  for  Years  i960  and  196l) 

The  following  statistics  and  those  of  Tables  I and  II  are  compiled 
from  the  available  local  information. 

(All  rates  shown  for  1962  are  calculated  on  the  Registrar  General's 
estimated  mid-year  population  of  25,51 0). 

The  figures  for  the  births  and  deaths  are  those  finalised  by  correction 
for  inward  and  outward  transfers.  Mention  has  been  made  in  previous  re- 
ports of  the  4rea  comparability  factors  for  use  with  crude  birth  and  death 
rates;  for  1962  the  factor  for  births  is  given  as  1 .06  and  for  deaths  0.97, 
the  same  as  for  1961. 

The  death  classification  in  Table  I is  that  under  the  thirty-six 
headings  based  on  the  abbreviated  list  of  the  International  Statistical 
Classification  of  Disease,  Injuries  and  Causes  of  Death,  1955;  the  class- 
ification of  deaths  by  the  Registrar  General  is  modified  in  some  cases  by 
further  particulars  supplied  to  his  Department  by  certifying  medical  prac- 
titioners in  response  to  certain  enquiries,  and  thus  the  figures  of  the 
Registrar  General  may  differ  from  corresponding  statistics  compiled  locally, 
although  every  effort  is  made  to  correlate  the  two  sets  of  figures.
